Up to 11 f)'clock List ui^'lit the na- 
tional committee ha<l taken action upon 
contests iuvolviuf? 70 seats in the forth- 
coming Rebublican national convention, 
leaving 70 still to be p is-,- d upon. Of 
these 90, 36 were disposed ot yesterday. 
The 36 incladed the contests on the del- 
egates at Largo from tho states of Dela- 
vraro and Louisiana, and the territory 
ot Arizona and districts from Virginia, 
Mississippi and Alabama. 

There was special interest in the con- 
test from Delaware between the Ad- 
dicks and Higgins' faction. Tho pro- 
ceedings in this contest were of a 
very smrited character and the remarks 
made Djr Senator Higgins and Mr. Ad- 
dicks were very persouol and aorimoni- 
ons. In this cose neither delegate was 
seated. In the Arizona case the 
memlMrs of each delegation were 
awarded a half seat each. Of the K! 
d^egates seated from Looisiau, five 
were for Beed and the others for Mc- 
Kinley. 

Then is some difflonlty abont the se- 
lection of • Tioe presidential candidate, 
and it is bj no means a settled question. 
Oanet H. Hobart of New Jers«r and H. 
Clay Brans of Tennessee are the most 
prominent candidates at the present 
ome. There is • feeling that Mr. 
Evans would make a strrager ran as 
candidate for goremor of Tennessee 
than he wonld as vice president. Many 
pe<jple believe tliat Krans was elected 
governor of Tennessee and think that 
Democrats will vote for him who wonld 
not vote for him as a candidate for vice 
president. 

The question of giving second place 
to New York has been considered and 
Governor Morton, B. F. Tracy and J. 
Sloat Fasset have been considered. The 
general couclnsion seems to be that 
the vice j)resuli'iit nmst come from out- 
fiide Now York, and as the cuse now 
Ktunds lIolKtrt appears to be in the most 
odvautaguus pusuiou.

naak Prepared mat u iiolUved Will B« 

Satikfactury. 
St. Locn. Jane 18.— It is generally 
believed that the declaration in favor 
of the gold standard in the Republican 
platform will bo very emphatic and un- 
equivocal. When the men from the 
east reach St. Loui.s they will find that 
the close friends of Major McKiuloy are 
XMidyto offer them » fln a nd a l plank 
that they can agree upon without hes- 
itancy. 

Several dzaf ts of a platform hare been 
prepared and it is now believed that a 
form has been secored which will be 
satisfactory. It will declare agaiut>t tho 
free coinage of silver unless it should be 
brought about by international agree- 
ment. No ratio is mentioned and in 
this respect it is more acceptable to tho 
gold men. It will also dedaie that the 
Kepublicaus oiu against the debase- 
ments of the currency and is therefore 
in favor of tho present gold standard. 

The Republican party will lae given 
credit for having brought about the re- 
hUHiption act, wliich has also main- 
tained every dollar at a parity whether 
ciiin or i)aper, and that tii(^ standard of 
money sliould be as it always has been 
and is now e(iual to that of tho mOSt en- 
lightened natKjn.s of tlie world. 

These iloclarations embody tlie wishes 
of the friends of Mujur MuiCiuluy, and 
the men who are now hare apiwoTe 

tlieni. 

It the resolution Mlu)uld be ehan;^ed it 
will bo by the eomniitteo on resolutions 
or tho convention it.st'lf, but this is not 
likely, bc'-auHo it contains all that is 
a.vked fnr cxci'pt hy the most extreme 
gold men, who want a straight single 
^'oid standard deolamtton and nothing 
more. 

There is some opposition to the refor- 
euco to an international agreement, but 
f liow who desire that languaKe insert- 
ed in the resolution saj-s that tht^ jiarty 
should not place itself in opiwsition to 
the coinage of silvtT under an intern:i- 
tioual agicHmieiit if such an arrange- 
ment could bo made, but the party is 
not to be pleged to bnng about an agree- 
ment, which is a contention of somu of 
tho delegates. 

It is believed by those who have ex- 
amined the proposed financial resoln- 
tion that it will meet every demand 
that can be made by the eastern men 
and that it will be incorporated into the 
platfofui whan adoptod.

St. Locib, June 18.~WhUa the action 
of the national oommitiee upon the 
various contested election o a s es is not 

final, it places uix)n the temporary roll 
of tho convention the various delega- 
tions voted on by tho committee. The 
usual rule is to have the contests settled 
for tiie pwmanant ocganiiation by the 
committee on credentlali, who in turn 
report to the oontention the result of 
their delibersttons. 

Owing to the length of time which 
has been taken up in consideration of 
the contests before the committee it is 
possible that a motion will be mode to 
adopt the temporary roll as made by the 
conunittee as the permanent roll of the 
<:onvention. A vote on this proposition 
would declare the McKinley and antl- 
McKinley strength of the convention. 
If it is adopted it will be a great disap- 
pointment to these oontestents, many 
uf whom are hoping for a reversal of 
the action of the committee in the con- 
vention.

PLENTY OF WOR K TO DO. 

Doeumonts ProMiited to thn Venezuelan 
Ilouudary CouiuiIksIoii. 

Washinqton, Jime 13.— Tho Venezu- 
elan boundary commission held its re;;- 
ular meeting yesterday, all the mem- 
bers being present. Its prooeediiiK>< 
rather eflFectiially dispo.sed of recent 
reports of an early ciim lusion of tho 
comiuis.-iion's labors. A number of im- 
portant communications were presented 
and considered, among these bein;,' a 
preliminary report from Professor Burr, 
now at The Hague, engaged in making 
an examination of the Dutch archives, 
and a communication from the dopjirt- 
meut of state, informing the commis- 
sion that the British government had 
signified its intention of shortly for- 
warding a supplementary blue nook, 
which would contain a large number uf 
additional documents, taken from both 
the Dutch and Spanish archives. 

Further information was laid before 
the commission as to valuable and im- 
portant doonments in the archives <if 
the propaganda at Rome, with respect 
to the early Capuchin missions in the 
disputed territory. 

A number of additional documents 
were presented on behalf of tho Vene- 
zuelan government, but translations 
have not yet been completed of the 
tlirce volumes at manuscript which 
are in the hands of the legation in tlu!< 
city.

Alhany, June 13. — Ex-Judge Isaac 
II. Mayuord, former judge of the court 
of appeals and ex-attorney general, died 
suddenly in his room at the Kenmoro 
yesterday afternoon from heart trouble. 
He was alone in his room and was sit- 
ting in a chair at the time of his ileath. 
He had just finished his luncheon and 
was apparently in tho best of health. 

Judge Maynard was appointed to the 
court of appeals Jan. lU, IH\)2, from the 
attorney general's office. As the Dem- 
ocratic nominee for judge of the court 
of appeals two years ago he was tha ob- 
ject of bitter opposition on aoconnt of 
his ruling in » contested eleotion case in 
the early part of his Judicial oaMtr, and 
which was alleged to have been unfair. 
He was defeated at the pells.

Philaoblphia, June 18.— The funeral 
of Frank Mayo, the actor, took place 
yi'sterday at Holy Tiinity church, this 
city.

REBUTTAL EVIDENCE BEGUN. 



Testimony tn Show That tlie Calflwpll 
OuartU Were UrUlln( on That Fatal 
Vrldaj Mlglit— OoashBuw Jaektoa't i(rp- 
atattoa Is Good -Tha DIstMee From Cin- 

OlMOlXMATi, June 18.— Tho Walling 
trial is nearing an end. Neither the de- 
fense nor the prosecution has let any 
competent testimony that will tend to 
cloiir away the mystery of the murder 
of Pearl Bryan get away. Their am- 
munition has all been llred olf, and in- 
stead of the roaring sound of real, de- 
structive missiles, the learned counsel 
for both the defence and prosecution are 
contenting themselves with firing oil' 
insi^Miitieant ti/zli'S, while a slim, but 
ini|iatieiit audienc-e looks uii in anxious 
>)iit bored expi'etatioii. 

Onloiiel \Vasliiii(,'toii bee-an tlie morn- 
ing session by intriMhic intr < tliver Law- 
rence, whose fatlier kept the barberslmp 
at Ili3 West Sixtli street, (..'incinnati. 
Lawrence said that he knew .Jackson 
liad bronj^lit a valise in the shop .some 
time before the murder, and that Jack- 
son had been shaved 00 the moming of 

Friday, Jan. 31. 

Oil cross-examination by t'oloiiel Nel- 
son, the witness did not know the day 
of the week Jackson brouKht in the va- 
li.se, the day of the nioiitli or even what 
year, and lie subseciuently was excused. 

Dr. Fred Maisli is the teacher of mi- 
croscojtical aiiatmiiy in the Miami med- 
ical college. He testitied that if Pearl 
Bryan had been beheailed alive blood 
would have sjinrted in all directions. 

Dr. Edward Landy said that embalm- 
ing would probably destroy the evi- 
dence that a person had died from 
hemorrhage. The vertebrae from u hu- 
man neck was introduced, and the wit- 
ness pointed out how dillicult it would 
be to sever a neck. 

The jurymen handled the ghastly 
piece of evidence rather gingerly. 

Dr. G. B. Twitchell of Cincinnati tes- 
tified that if the body found at Fort 
Thomas had been beheaded in life a 
terrible convulsion would have followed 
and blood wonld have spurted 10 feet in 
every direction. 

Clinton Walling, a brother of the 
prisoner, testified that to Ills knowledge 
his brother never carried a watch chain, 
but alwavs wore a silk guard. 

Colonel Shepherd was then recalled 
by the stato and said that before start- 
ing on the test drive to Fort Thomas 
with Chester Mullen's gray and rocka- 
way, he said he drove from George and 
Elm streets, Cincinnati, to Newport and 
back again. 

Mr. Shepherd then read the deposition 
of Henry Hamilton of Cincinnati, clerk 
of the Princeton hotel. Hamilton told 
of the visit of the young woman on the 
night of Jan. ~'lt. It was tho deposition 
road in the .Iiickson trial. 

Th'iiiiasl5. .M( i;win^;'s deposition at- 
taeked the j^'eiieral reputation uf Allen 
Johnson morally and tor truth and ve- 
racity. 

Colonel Washinj^ton announced that 
the defense was ready to rest its case, 
but Colonial Nelson wanteil Alonzo 
Walling recalled before the det'ense'.s 
ia.se was closed. Wallinj,' took the 
stand over Colonel Wasliiiit;ton's objec- 
tion and identiiied two letters written 
by the tlefendant. ("olonel Xelsmi then 
oll'eled the letters in evidence, hut Col- 
onel Washiiij;ton objected and Jud;^'e 
Helm was inelineil to sustain the ol>jee- 
tion. The jury tlien retired and C'ol- 
oiu'l Nelson liej.raii to arf;ue tlie (lues- 
tion. He held that the letters were 
coinpetent, as tliey teniied to show the 
^feneral moral chaiacter of tiie defend- 
ant, and as tiie defendant's chaiaeter is 
in issue the evidence was competent. 

Tiie two li!tters were from Li. Kobert- 
si'U (if Hartford City, lud., written to 
W.dling. Judge Helm said he could 
find no authority for admitting the hit- 
ters. In one, dated Jan. 22, Kobertsoii 
said: "Well my boy, 1 hope wou will 
get out of your little scrape all right." 

The defense tluii announc(*d that 
they rest their case and court recessed. 

At the afternoon's session the state 
began tho examination of witnesses in 
rebuttal. 

William Trent, the colored messenger 
in Judge Sage's court, took the stand in 
rebuttal and said the Caldwell guards 
drilled on the night of Jan. 31, as 
Coaclimau Jaokson claims. Trent saw 
the coachman drilling with some col- 
ored young men and stopped to spook to 
him. 

William UobinFOii, "chief surgeon of 
the hospital cui-ps of the Caldwell 
guards," said that military organiza- 
tion drilled on tlie IVlday night of the 
murder. ' 

Robert Boles, another colored militia- 
man, said that the Oahlwell guaids 
drilled Jan. 81. Oaptain George Jack- 
sou was there in military overcoat and 
cap. Eugene Hart, £d Alosby, George 
Hill, James Smith, William Beaaley 
and John Lee said the Caldwell guaros 
drilled Fridav night 

Marshal Brown of Avondale, A. J. 
Clark, shUrt dealer of Oincinnati, and 
Liveryman Robestock gave George 
Jaokson a very good character. 

Mrs. Hamilton of 781 West Seventh 
street, Cincinnati, saw the Caldwell 
gourds drill on Jan. 81. It was her 
nephew's birthday. 

John Whito described a trip he took 
to Fort Thomas via Coachman Jiu-L- 
son's route, just before ho canio into 
court. By that road tho scene of the 
murder is six miles from Newport. He 
made the round Mp itt 1 hoOT tad U5 
minutes. 

D. K. Hutchiubon t^jid he could run 
from Fort Thomas to Newport in about 
Ml how.

CLAIM or StAHWS. 

Text of tbe New Tioi»t\ Itctwii-u tha 
I'liitf.l Miit<>4 uiul (.ri'itt i;ril:iiii. 

W.xsHiMiToN. June ri'llowing is 
an abstract of the text uf the convention 
between the goverumeuu of the United 
States and Great Britain, providing for 
the settlement of the claims presented 
by (ireat Britain airainst the United 
.States on account of sei;.u(> of the Lering 
sea .sealers. 

After reciting what has and what has 
not been rtono lieretofore in the way of 
adjusting tho seal issue, tho coutructiug 
parties agreed to and ooncluded tbe fol- 
lowmg articles: 

"Article I. Tho high contracting par- 
ties ngr(>e that all claims on account of 
injuries sustained by persons in whose 
behalf (ireat Britain is entitled to claim 
compeii.sation from the United States 
shall bo referred to two commissioners, 
one of whom shall be appointed by tlie 
president of the United States, and tint 
other bv her Britannic majesty." 

Article II. provides that the oommis* 
siouers shall meet at Victoria, B. O., or 
San Francisco. 

Articles III. IV, V, VI and VII pro- 
vide how the commissioners shall prose- 
cute their investigations, how an tmi- 
piro shall be chosen in case of dis- 
agreement, and how they shall sub- 
mit to each government a joint report. 

Article VIU specifies that theamotwt 
of the award must be paid within six 
months. 

The convention cdnclndes as follows: 

"Article IX: The present conven- 
tion shall bo duly rutitied by the presi- 
dent of the United States of America, 
by and with the advice and consent of 
the senate thereof, and by her Britannic 
majesty; and the ratitications shall be 
exchanged either at Washington or 
London w ithin six months of the date 
hereof, or earlier if jiossible. 

"In faith whereof we, the res])r>ctive 
plenipotentiaries, have signed this <'on- 
veiiiion and have hereunto atllxed our 
seals, this nth day of .lune, ISiHi." 

Tliis treaty was lirst conclndeil be- 
tween Sir .luiian Panncefote and Secre- 
tary (Jlney Feb. 8 last, and was trans- 
mitted to th(^ senate by President Cleve- 
land Feb. 111. The senate eoniinittee on 
fori'ii-'n relations amended and reporteil 
it to tbe senate April S. Katilieatioiis 
between Lord Salisbury and Ambassa- 
dor Bayard were exdiauged last week.

PiTTSBCKo, June 18.— The Sbth Na- 
tional Saeiigorfest of the North Ameri- 
can Saengerbund closed yesterday with 
a business session at which a perma- 
nent organisation was formed to be 
called "The North American Saenger* 
bund." 

A constitution was adopted compre- 
hensive enough to take in all the Ger- 
man singing societies of the country, 
with a membership of 40 or more, on 
the payment of |10 initiation and per 
capita of 25 cents annually. 

The bund shall bo governed by an ex- 
ecutive committee of 15 to be elected by 
the delegates.

The government estimate as to cotton 
was unexpectedly favorable, and has 
cauBod a decline of more than half a 
cent iu a single week, but it is only just 
to say that some reaction from artificial 
prices would have comi> earlier if infor- 
mation mtich more reliable than that of 
the government had nut been jH'rsisteut- 
ly discredittui. 

It is not tho time to look for marked 
improvement in industries and the best 
thing that can be said of them is that 
none have as yet been seriously dis* 
turbiKl by threatened labor dLHonlties. 
It Bi>ems not improbable that all such 
(iifiicultles may be averted, except per- 
haps thu controversy about wages of 
iron puddlers and tin plate workers. 

The output of pig irou June 1 was 
183.320 tons weeklv, against 189,898 
tons May 1, while the stocks unsold, 
excluding those held by the great steel 
companies amounted to 785,948 tons, 
against 709,532, May 1 and ofily 5;.>5,<J17 
January 1. These figures show that 
while consumption is fair, it is much 
below tho actual output of jiig iron and 
markets are extremely dull because a 
great number of orib'rs for linished 
products are being kept back by uncer- 
tainty regarding the miuuteuance of 
ju ices by the vorioiu pools and combi-

HUNTING UP HIS RECORD. 

.4 Oa«« Promlnant Austrian Charsed With 

^liirilt'i- in ( ill iriii'iila. 
ViKNNA, .lune i;!.— Till- newspajiers 
of this city are publishing additional 
facts re^Miiiun.; the career vi Joseph 
Blanther, wlm is .--usjx'cted of being the 
murderer of Mrs. Pbilopena Laugf eldt. 
a wealthy lady of San Francisco, who 
was fnund di ail about the niiddb' of last 
luiiMth, the moiauig alter Blanther had 
jiiay ed cards in her room in tha cli^ 

nanieil. 

At tlie a;;o of i!i Blanther, while serv- 
ing with tliu Austrian army of occupa- 
tion in liosnia and Herzeguviiia iu 1878, 
with his company, defended tbe posi- 
tion of a battery of artillery against the 
superior force of the insurgents. Of 
their company and battery, Blanther 
and one sergeant escaped injury, but all 
the others were either killeu or wound* 
ed. For this, ho received the Order of 
tho Iron Grown, being the yoongest 
ofiicers upon whom this order has beau 
confenea. 

Later, at the review of the Yienna 
garrison, Blanther was presented to 
King Humbert of Italy, and received 
ttam the latter the Order of the Italian 
Grown. 

Blanther was oompelled to leave tha 
army, owing to his imfj debts, in 
1886, and went to tha VdM Stetes.

Common laniip lo>:s made of white 
pine were laid to conduct wat( r from 
the bottom of u ci.sti rn to a trouj^li in a 
yard below. A stojicoek was j lac( d at 
the end in the cistern und operated by a 
rod running to the top. In this way the 
lower end at the pipe^ being left open.

placed several times, but four or five 
rods from tho end, where the pipe was 
boried about four feet deep, itwasfoimd 
after 10 years to be perfectly leonnd. At 
tliis poiiit was then attaclu d /.galvanized 
iron pijje to conduct water intu the huao- 
iiient of a ni w Imru >taiidiiig iii'ar, and 
it is expected that tlu' wooden pipe will 
last as long as tho iron. It is laid in 
heavy yellow clay. Possibly in sandy or 
gravelly soil enough air might reach it 
to cause decay. 

A deseriiitioii ( f the waterworks hy 
the Minnesota correspondent wlio re- 
ported tlie foregoing, ua given, with il- 
lustrations, in Tho Rural New Yorker, 
it is helieved will intareit many read- 
ers: 

The water ia first pumped from a 
well into a large cisN rn hy means i f a 
windmill. The cii tern in Iccat.d on the 
hillside above tho barn, so that the wa- 
ter is conducted into tho basement, but 
unfortunately not high enough to en- 
able it to rise above the floor of tlu 
horse staMc except when the cistern is 
full. Tiicrc is a common pitcher jiump 
to raise tlie water fur tlie liorst s. In the 
covered yard or "cows' bedroom" there 
is a Inrgo trough with u self acting 
valve which always keepa the trough 
full. (See first out.) 

The intuition when tho piping was 
put in was to get a valve with float, 



trougli contaiunig tlie valve.» A rence is 
built around the trough so that cattle 
cannot get into or foul the water, but 
have to put their heads under a 2 by 6 
inch plank to reach it (See second cut )

Edgar vraa mooeeded by his mu Ed- 
wizd, callod "the Martyr," who aa- 
cended the throno at the age of 15 yean. 
His Btepmother, Elfrida, opposed him 
and farored her own son, Ethelred. Ed- 
ward wai UMUMinated in 878, at the 
Inttiffation of his stepmother, and that's 

what's tho iniiriyr with him. 

DnriiiK lii-s rcipn tlicro vas ;i pood 
dpul iif ill fi'cliii),'. and Edward would 
no doubt hnw lu i'U dcposod but fur the 
influcuoo <:f tlif! church uuder Duiistau. 

Ethelred was but 10 years old when 
he began reigning. Sadly pocr Dnnstan 
crowned him, hi.s own pyea still wet 
witli sorrow over th<> cnul death of Ed- 
ward. Ho foretold tliut Ethelred would 
have a stoniiy reifrn, with nleet uiid 
variable winds, chanRing to snow. 

Daring the remainder of the great 
pirate's life he, as it were^ stood be- 
tween tho usurper and tho people niu\ 
protected them fnun tlie threatening' 
■tonn. 

But in 9!H, shortly after the death of 
Donstan, a (^i\it lu-my of Norwegians 
camo over to England for pnrpoaes of 
pillage^ To say that it was an allopath- 
ic pillage would not be an estrava^?iint 
statement. They wore extremely rudo 
people, like all the nations Europo at 
that time, Homo b<>ing the Boston of 
the old world, and Copenhagen the Fort 
Dodge of that period. 

The Norwegians ate eveiything that 
did not belcmg to the mineral kingdom 
and left tho green fields of luerrj- En^'- 
laiid lookiiif? like a ba^icball (,'ri>ni\d. So 
wicked and warlike were they tliat the 
.sad iuid defeated country w;us obliged 
to give the conquering Norsko 10,000 
poonds of silver. 

Dnnstan died at the age of 68 and 
years oftenvard wiu^ ciinonized, but 
firearms had not befii iiiv(-!ited at tlie 
timo of his death. Ho led tlio civiliza- 
tion and progress of England and wu.s a 
pioneer in cherishing the fine arts.

a Christian (only it is to be hoped a 
better one) and married an English earl 
He liad (hem all Initehere/l. 

In lOii;! Sweyn, with revenge in lii.'! 
heart, b<';,';iu 11 w:ir < f t xtrniiinati' n or 
mbju^cal '< n !uid never vi' lded till he 
was, in rocr, king of England, while 
the royal intellectual polyp, known as 
Ethelred the Unwholesome, fled to Nor- 
mandy, in the lOlSth year anno Dom- 
ini. 

But in less than six wc^rks fhi' Dani^li 
king died, leaving the sct'idcr, with 111'' 
price iiwirk still upon it, to (,'anut<>, his 
son, and Ethelred was invitml back, 
with an nnderstouding that he should 
not abuse his privileges as king, and 
that, although it was a life job during 
good lu havior, the jirivilejje of Itehead- 
ing him from tiiiw to time wits and is 
vested in the people, and even today 
there is not a orowu<Hl head on the con- 
tinent of Europe that does not recognize 
this great tmth — ^viz, that God alone, 
speaking through the united voices of 
the common iM-ojde, deelar(>s th(> nilinu's 
of the supremo court of tlie universe. 

On the old autograph albums of tlie 
world is still written in tho dark cor- 
ners of empires "the king can do no 
wrong. " But where education is not re- 
pressed, and where that Christianity 
which is built on love and charity is 
taught, there can be but one King who 
docs no wroi:;;. 

Ethelred was snccec led by Edmund, 
called "the Ironside." He fought 
bravely and drove the Danes, under 
Canute, back to their own shores. But 
they got restless in Denmark, where 
there was very little going on, and re- 
turned to lOngland in large numbers. 

Ethelred diotl in Loudon 1010 A. D. 
before Canute reached him. He was 
called by Dunstan "Ethelred the Un- 
ready" and hod a faculty for erring 
more iir niipdy than any i)revi'ins king. 

Having i-eturned clieerily from Ethel- 
red's rather tardy funeral, the jH-oplc 
took oath, some of them under Edmund 
and some under Canutft 

Edmund, after five pifehed battles, 
offered to stay bloodsheil by i)er.sonally 
fighting Canute at any jihu'c v. l)er(> they 
could iivoid ])olicc inii rfi rt nee, but 
Caimte diM lin( d, on wliat grounds it is 
not stated, though possibly on the Polo 
grounds. 

A compromise was agreed to in lOin 
hy which Edmund reigned over the n>- 
gion south of the Tliaini\-;, but very 
shi>rtly afterward he wa.4 mv.rdered at 
the instigation of Edric, a traitor, who 
wius the Judiis Iscariot of his time. 

Canute, or "Kuut," now became the 
first Dimish king of England. Having 
aiii) )inted three subklugs and taken 
eliarge liimself of W«ise.\, Canut(> sent 
til" two sons of Edmund to Olaf, re- 
<iuesting him to put tliem to de;ith, but 
Olaf, tho king of Sweden, had scruples, 
and instead of doing so sent the boys to 
Hungaxj, where thej were educated. 
Edixnud afterward married a daughter 
of tiie Emneror Henry IL

holidays and learn to crochet and tat 
in time of war. He gave these invaders 
10,000 potmds of silver at the first, 16,- 
000 at the second and 24,000 on the 
third trip in order to buy i« iice. 
. Olaf afterward, however, embraced 
Ohristiauity and gave up fighting as a 
bnainess, leaving the ring entirely to 
Sweyn, his fonner partner from Den- 
mark, who continned to do boatneas as 
before. 

Tho historian says that tho inviusion 
of England by tho Nor>vegimi.s and 
Danes was folly oqual to the a.ssa.4si- 
nation, arson and rapine of the Indians 
of Nortii America. A king who would 
permit such cruel cuttings up as these 
wicked animals were guilty of on the 
fair face of old England should livi! in 
history only as an invertebrate, a royal 
failure, a decayed mollusk, and the 
dropsical head of a tottering dynasty. 
. u order to strengthen his feeble 
foiroea, Ethelred allied himself, in 1001, 
to Richard II, duke of Normandy, and 
married Emma, but tlie Danes contin- 
ued to make night hideous and elopf^ 
with ladies whom thoy hiwl never nu t 
before. It was a sad time in the history 
of England, and poor Enuna wept many 
\hot and bitter tear iu4 slie yielded one 
Jewel jif tor another to tho pu>vnbroker in 
order to hqy off tb* ooaiae and hateful 
Danes. 

If Ethcdi-od were to know how ho Is 
regarded by tho historian who pens 
these lines, he would kick the footboard 
out of his casket and bite himself se- 
verely in four places. 

To add to Ills I'muI liistory, happening 
to havu u few iuolfonsive Danus on 
band, on JbaJSth of Novembw. the fes- 



Caimto a.s king was, after he got the 
hang of it, a great success, giving to 
the harassed pe^e more oomf orl ti^on 
they had experience<l since the death of 
Alfred, who was thoroughly gifted as a 
HI ivtTcign. 

He had to raise li(>avy taxes in order 
to 'squire huuself with the Danish lead- 
ers at first, but finally began to harmo- 
nise the warring elements, and prosper- 
ity followed. He was fond of old ballads 
and em ouragetl the wandering min- 
strels, who entertained tho king with 
topical songs till a lato hour. Sympo- 
siums and after dinner speaking were 
thus inangorated, and another era of 
good faaUag began about half past ii 
o'clock each evening. 

Queen Emma, the widow of Etholrod, 
now began to set her cap for Canute, 
and thus it happened that her sons 
again became the heirs to the throne at 
her marriage, A. D. 1017. 

Oannte now became a good king. He 
built churches and monasteries and 
even went on a pilgrimage to Homo, 
wliic li ill tliose days was almost certain 
to will piililic indorsement. 

Disgustixi with the flattering of his 
courtiers, one day as he strolled along 
the shore he caused his chair to be 
plnce<l at the margin of flio ajiiiroaching 
tide, and as the water crciit iij) into his 
lap lie showtHl them how weak must he 
a mortal king in the prescnro of (hn- 
uipott loe. He was a hmublo and right- 
eous king and proved by his example 
that after nil the greatest of earthly 
rulers is only tlio most obedient servant. 

He was even llien tlie sovi reign of 
England, Xor^vuy and Demuiuk. In 
1081 he hod .aooM^troablQ. with KM: 



rr)liu, king of S<'otlan(l, but sulnlued 
hiiu proniptly and died in 10.3.'>, leaving 
Hardicauuto, the son of Emma, and 
Sweyn and Harold, bit ■ana by a fbcmer 
wife. 

Harold succeeded to the English 

throiv, Swevii to that of Norway and 
Ilardicaiinto to tlic tliroiie of Dciiniark.

Make eon.staut 
inquiries as to tho proper provision of 
scats, and request floorwalkers to en- 
courage saleswomon to sit ilovm when 
not waiting on cu-^tomers. i;. i ..rttotlie 
league any information gl. aiied outside 
the shops fr<iiu Working girls, w le ili'i' 
favorable or uiifavoiaMo to employers, 
liecoine luembers of the league and per- 
suade your friends to join also. If at 
any time you feel irritated or annoyed 
by ajipari iit indityen nee or carelessn. .-.i 
of saleswoiiii n, slop and consider wliat 
it means to be on one's f t ot from 10 to 
14 hours li day, iu a crowded ^pace, 
shoved and pushed about, lifting heavy 
boxes at times, waiting on impatient 
onstomers and customers who wish to 
be helped to know their own minds; 
keejiing account of sales and stiH-k, tak- 
ing addres.ses often given hurriedly and 
carelessly, mid lined in many instances 
if written down incorrectly; and all 
this for salaries ranging from |3 to |8 
per week, and obliged to dress neatly 
and fairly w»dl, and to pay oat of it~ 
one'.s board, loilgiug, clothing and car 
fare."

Dante tells us that " Csesar became 
a Greek in order to give place to the 
Roman pastor. *' There is mucli in this, 
but it is nut t\w whole truth, for Ca-sar 
uuf,'ht have becnmo ii Spaniard, or a 
Gaul, or an Illyrinn. D;inte mi{,'lit have 
added that (.'■csar became an oriental iu 
order to give plucu tu the Goth. Con- 
■tantinople from the flnt was a Chris- 
tian city, with on orthodox church, but 
It was a church that waa from the first 
a department of the stata— Fortnightly 
JSeviow.
